Boers Are Busy Shifting Their 
Capital From Place 
to Place, 



Roberts Rapid Move on Johan- 
nesburg Greatly Astounded 
The Burghers. 



London, June 1. — 8:25 a. m.) — Related 
despatches from Pretoria confirm the re- 
ports of the departure of President 
Kruger with liis cabinet and staff offi- 
cials on Tuesday nigut, and the selection 
at a meeting of citizens of a committee 
to administer the city provisionally. 

Since these telegrams left on Wednes- 
day, nothing apparently reached Lorenzo 
Marques by telegraph from Pretoria. 

Possibly the wires have been cut, or 
possibly the Boer censorship at some 
intermediate point intercepts telegrams. 

Although the war office has not re- 
ceived a word about it, no one in London 
harbors the idea that the Boer capital is 
not already in the bands of the British, 
or about to be there. 

State Attorney Smutz did not depart 
with President Kruger, but remained in 
Pretoria. The present seat of the 
Boer government, according to a de- 
spatch from Lorenzo Marques, dated 
yesterday, is Middleburg, but it will 
probably be shifted further east. The 
Boers lately confronting Lord Roberts 
appear to have gone to the eastward, also 
toward the Lydonburg region. The de- 
fenders of Laing's Nek, when their posi- 
tion becomes too perilous, will probably 
trek straight northward too. When this 
concentration takes place there will pos- 
sibly be 20,000 men, who will hold out 
for a time with scattered bands of 
guerillas elsewhere. 

The press despatches from the head- 
quarters of Lord Roberts give no esti- 
mate as to the number of Boers who 
were lighting Generals French and 
Hamilton on Monday and Tuesday, but 
they all agree that the Boers retired and 
that the British casualties were slight. 

Mr. Bennett Burieigh, wiring to the 
Daily Telegraph from Elandsfontein on 
Tuesday, says: "Much rolling stock 
and even engines have been captured by 
Lord Roberts' column. The principal 
losses in the fighting have been sus- 
tained by the mounted infantry, but the 
casualties are trilfing. Gen. French and 
Gen. Hamilton were engaged to the west 
of Johannesburg. 

" Since Sunday the western columns 
have been fighting, but although guns 
were used, the actions were never seri- 
ous: in fact they were only big skir- 
mishes. The Boers are retreating to 
Pretoria." 

Mr. Prevost Bnttersby, in n despatch 
to the Morning Pom. from Germiston, 
dated May 30, says: "The enemy 
fought a rear-guard actiou. retiring from 
the south to the north of the town with 
their pom-poms and artillery in the 
morning, and withdrawing their riflemen 
through the town in the afternoon. We 
captured nine engine.* and over a hund- 
red wagons. Two trains are leaving to- 
night for the Vaal. 

" We succeeded in cutting the line in 
three directions and imprisoning all the 
rolling stock in Johannesburg. It was 
a splendid piece of work. 



were astounded at the rapidity of our 
advance." 

Another correspondent, telegraphing 
from Germiston the same day, says: 

" I learn that the Boers are massing 
six miles south of Pretoria for a new 
and desperate stand, with a front of 
twelve miles." 

Other rumors in the camp of Lord 
Roberts are that the ammunition of the 
Boers is running short. 

M. II. Donohue, correspondent of the 
Daily Chronicle, was captured yester- 
day. 

Kome discussion is going on in Lon- 
don as to what will be done with Presi- 
dent Kruger if he is captured. One 
idea is that he will be sent to St. 
Helena, another that he will be tried for 
treason. 

The Daily Express says: " Mr. Kru- 
ger's agent has invested £140,000 of the 
President's money in land and mines. 
This took place before the war broke 
out, and to this fact mny be ascribed 
the failure of the Transvaal authorities 
to blow up the mines." 

The Times says: "Any further re- 
sistance the Boers may offer will be 
futile. The collapse of the Transvaal 
as a militant state may be regarded as 
complete. Threats of obstinate guerilla 
warfare need not be taken more seri- 
ously than the exploded menace of re- 
sistance at Johannesburg aud Pretoria. 
The formal annexation of the Transvaal 
will speedily follow. The war is rapidiy 
approaching the close." 

Five tbousnnd fresh troops will em- 
bark for South Africa within the next 
few days. 

A despatch from Brussels says: "Con- 
signments of gold continue to come to 
the Netherlands Bank regularly from 
the Transvaal government, but these 
have not been so large of late as for- 
merly. It is understood that Dr. Leyds 
has not the power to drnw at all since 
the arrival here of the Boer peace, dele- 
gates."

London, June 1. — The Berlin correspon- 
dent of the Daily Mail says: "The Ger- 
man government takes a serious view of 
the situation in China. The powers are 
resolved upon armed intervention. 

Tientsin, May 31. — A special train 
started for Pekin this aTternoon with 
the following forces: British, three offi- 
cer* and .72 men; 'United States, seven 
officers and 50 men; Italians, three offi- 
cers and 30 men; French, three officers 
and 72 men; Russians, four officers and 
71 men; Japanese, two officers ami 24 
men. 

The foreign contingent also took with 
them five quick-firing guns. It is rumor- 
ed here that the foreign troops would .be 
opposed at the first gate of the Chinese 
capital, outside the wall. 

Berlin, May 31. — The latest news from 
China has given rise to much anxiety 
here. The German commander at Tsing 
Tan has been ordered to net in conjunc- 
tion with tlie naval authorities of the 
other powers as circumstances may re- 
quire. The landing of marines at Tnku 
to go to Pekin was ordered. The report 
from the United States that 20,000 men 
are advancing to help the Chinese is base- 
less. 

No power is sustaining China. Russia 
will not separate herself from the others. 

A cable was received to-day from 
Tsung Tail, paying the German cruiser 
Kaiserin Augusta, having taken on board 
an additional officer and 50 marines, 
sailed for Taku. the German gunboat 
Illis following. German naval author- 
ities, it is understood, consider it im- 
portant to land large forces in China, as, 
despite the recent disapproval of the Box- 
ers by the Pekin government, the present 
small contingents are insufficient to awe 
the insurgents.

Yesterday's celebration by the people- 
over the news that Pretoria had fallen 
eclipsed all previous demonstrations of 
patriotism in the history of the city. The 
Mayor's suggestion that the citizens 
should honor the event by observing the 
day as a public holiday was acted upon 
promptly. Every stitch of bunting and 
every British flag that hands could be 
laid upon was displayed. Cheering 
crowds paraded the streets all day, which' 
was generally given over to rejoicing.: 
The demonstration on the part of the 
school children at Beacon 1 1 ill was most 
impressive and attended by an immense 
throng. A band concert at Beacon Hill- 
satisfied the crowds for the rest of the 
afternoon. Everybody .who could wnlk 
was out in the evening. Government 
street was brilliantly illuminated, and' 
thronged with the greatest mass of peo- 
ple ever seen on Victoria's streets. Hun- 
dreds also assembled at Beacon Hill,., 
where Plitt Bros, gave a most success- 
ful display of fireworks. At about 10 
p.m. the news w.is bulletined that. the- 
Daily Mail's special re the fall of Pro- 
toria was confirmed, and this added 
zest to the general "whoop-or-up," which 
was a feature of the day. The patriotic 
display by the large ibusiness firms was 
most creditable. The Bank of Montreal 
displayed a number of appropriate war 
pictures, much to the delight of the 
large crowd. It was a great and splen- 
did manifestation of loyalty on the part 
of tiie people of Victoria, whose vim and 
vigor when Patriotism beckons is the 
wonder of all who have witnessed her 
actions during the past few mouths. 

The forenoon was spent in decorating 
the city. Every stitch of bunting avail- 
able was displayed, and Chinatown was 
ransacked for fire-crackers in prepara- 
tion for the big time in the evening. The 
patriotic committee was hastily sum- 
moned by Mayor liny ward, and a rough 
programme drawn up for a somewhat 
systematic celebration of the glorious 
event. This programme consisted of a 
demonstration on the part of the school 
children, and a " flag-raising " at Beacon ■ 
Hill, band concerts, bon-Cres, fireworks, 
and a general illumination of the city in 
the evening. 

The major portion of the business 
offices closed promptly at noon for the 
day, and after that hour the streets were 
continually thronged with a joyful, mov- 
ing mass of people on pleasure bent. 

Under instructions from the Mayor. 
Government street was adorned with 
rows of flags and Chinese lanterns on* 
either side, the work being done most 
expeditiously by a force of men directed 
by Mr. George Jocve-., one of the mem- 
bers of the decoration committee in 
connection with the Queen's Birthday 
celebration. 

About half-past two o'clock the enthu- 
siasm of the crowds commenced to warm 
up. The Fifth Regiment band made its 
appearance on the streets, and, prepara- 
tory to going to Beacon Hill with the 
school children, rendered a few selections 
on the corner of Yates and Government 
streets. Each car frjm the suburbs was 
crowded with people en route to the 
park; and when the patriotic proceed- 
ings at that point commenced, upwards 
of 5,000 people were gathered. The 
ceremony of the raising of the flag and' 
its attendant features were most pleas- 
ing. First the hand played a selection 
of patriotic airs. Then Mayor Hayward 1 
and School Trustee Belyea briefly ad- 
dressed the school children assembled' 
around the pole, informing them in ap- 
propriate language of the significance of 
the event, and of the bravery and hero- 
ism of the British troops. At the con- 
clusion of the brief speech-making, as- 
" God Save the Queen " was being 
played, the large flag was raised to the 
masthead; while the great crowd' stood 
with bared heads. The Hag was drawn 
up slowly, nud its passage up the high 
pole was made amidst tumultuous cheer- 
ing. At the conclusion of the proceed- 
ing, the band took up its station in the 
park band-stand near the lakes aud en- 
tertained hundreds who remained to- 
listen to the music. 

Early in the afternoon Mayor Hay- 
ward sent the following telegram to- 
Lord Minto: 

To His Excellency the GovernorOenorul, 
Ottawa: 

Citizens of Victoria. It. C. celebrate with 
unrestrained delight surrender of I'nttorln, 
and desire to extend to Her Majesty their 
profound congratulations upon success of 
British arms in South Africa.

London, Juno 1.— The Times has the 
following from Maseru, Busutoland, 
dated May 30: " Correspondence lias 
been found iu the house of Commandant 
Crowther; showing that the lioers in- 
vited the ISasutos to rise and drive the 
British, into the sea." 

London, June 1. — Iimperor William, 
according to a Berlin correspondent of 
the Daily Telegraph, lias sent a telegram 
to the Queen, congratulating her upon 
the success of Lord Roberts. 

London, May 81.- -Lord Roberts re- 
ports that Johannesburg was occupied 
to-day by the British troops. 

London, May 31.— The following de- 
spatch from Lord Roberts, the British 
commander-in-chief iu South Africa, has 
been received at the war otllce here: 

"Johannesburg, May 31. — (2 p.m.)— 
Her Majesty's forces are now in pos- 
session of Johannesburg, and the British 
Hag lloats over the government build- 
ings." 

London, May 31.— The Westminster 
Gazette says it is rumored from a quar- 
ter likely to be well informed that 
President Kruger has been captured by 
the British six miles beyond Pretoria. 

London, May 31— The war office here 
knows nothing about the reported cap- 
ture of President Kruger, 

The war office has received the follow- 
ing despatch from Lord Roberts, under 
date of Germiston, May 30: 

" In answer to a flag of truce I sent to 
Johannesburg this morning, the com- 
mandant came to see me. He begged mo 
to defer entering the town for 2-1 hours, 
as there were many armed burghers in- 
side still. 

" I agreed to this, as I am most 
anxious to avert the possibility of any- 
thing like a disturbance inside the town, 
and as bodies of the enemy are still 
holding the bills in the neighborhood, 
from which they will have to be cleared 
■off beforehand. 

" Ruudle reports that lie attacked a 
large body of Boers near Seuekal on 
.May 28. He said his casualties were 
not heavy. 

'* Brabant reports thai on May 2S 
two of his patrols, consisting of two 
o dicers and 40 men, were cut oft by the 
•enemy and taken prisoners." 

Geruiiston, Transvaal, May 30.— Johan- 
nesburg is now a British possession. The 
mines arc uninjured. Nine engines, a 
coal train and a great quantity of rolling 
stock was captured, 

Remnants of the Boer rear guard re- 
mained behind and fought in the streets 
of Germiston, but they were easily clear- 
ed by the Grenadiers. 

London, May 31.— A special despatch 
from Germiston, a suburb of Johannes- 
burg, occupied by Roberts, says several 
hundred Boers have sought refuge in a 
mine, where the British Grenadiers 
have cornered them and barred all es- 
cape. 

London, May 31.— The war office has 
received from Roberts a despatch dated 
'Germiston, May 30, saying: 

''The brunt of the lighting yesterday 
fell upon Ian Hamilton's column. I 
have sent llim, as already mentioned, to 
work around to the west of Johannes- 
burg in support of French's cavalry, 
which was directed to go north near the 
road leading to Pretoria. 

"I have not heard from French yet, 
but Hamilton, in a report which has just 
reached me, states that at about 1 
o'clock iu the afternoon he found his way 
'blocked by the enemy, strongly posted 
on some kopjes and ridges three miles 
60Utu of the Rand. They had two heavy 
guns and several field guns and poin- 
;poqiS. 

"Hamilton forthwith attacked. The 
right was led by the Gordons, who, af- 
ter capturing one extremity of the ridge, 
wheeled around and worked along it un- 
til after dark, clearing it of the enemy, 
who fought most obstinately. 

"The One Hundred and Fourth led on 
the other flank and would not be denied, 
but the chief share in the action, as in 
the casualties, fell to the Gordons, whose 
gallant advance excited the admiration 
of all. 

Hamilton is now at Florida, due west 
of Johannesburg, and French is a few 
miles further northeast. The Cionlons, 
the cavalry, the mounted infantry and 
the Ttli division are holding the heights 
of the town. The 11th division with bat- 
teries II and G and the heavy artillery 
aire south of Johannesburg. 

"Hamilton speaks in the highest terms 
of praise of the manner in which Bruce 
Hamilton and Col. Spouse, of the Shrop- 
shire Light Infantry, handled their men, 
under Smith Dorrein's direction."

Vancouver, May 31.— The news that 
Kruger had iled and that the Boers were 
bogging for peace was celebrated last 
night with great enthusiasm. The fire 
brigade was ordered out and, with the 
band, led a procession through the 
streets. The Mayor made a patriotic 
speech, and declared to-day a holiday. 
The citv celebrated again thus evening. 
The entire population lined the streets to 
see the parade pass, which reached the 
entire length of the business portion of 
the city. 

During the march past the noise from 
firecrackers, bells and horns was deafen- 
ing. A score of carriages were occupied 
with Vancouver's solid citizens wearing 
plug hats wreathed in red, white and 
blue ribbons and broad sashes of the 
same color. Many floats were in line 
with emblematic designs. The noise and 
celebrating continued until long after 
midnight.

Nelson, May 31— An important step in 
the progress of Nelson was made at the 
session of the Synod of Kootenay, when 
the Bishop announced that " Nelson had 
been chosen as the see .city' of the dio- 
cese. St. Saviour's church .here will be 
the pro-cathedral, and immediate steps 
will be taken to scare the erection of a 
bishop's residence. On the unanimous 
request of all the delegates of the synod, 
an influential committee has been ap- 
pointed to raise $20,000 towards the en- 
dowment of the bishopric, the same to 
be raised in the diocese and in Eastern 
Canada. After sending messages of 
congratulation to Lord Roberts and to 
Her Majesty, and the transaction of a 
large amount of routine business, the 
synod adjourned. At Fraternal hall last 
night the bishop and delegates wore en- 
tertained at a large reception given by 
the prominent people of the city.

Government and Yates streets pleased 
a large gathering by rendering a choice 
programme of music. 

'J'here were many amusing scenes and 
incidents during the afternoon. L. 
Dickenson in a handsomely decorated 
dog-cart, by his side a bull-dog with a 
British Bag between his teeth, typifying 
" What we have we'll hold," drove 
through the streets anil to Beacon Hill, 
and was every whore greeted with - ap- 
pla use. 

Another amusing spectacle was the 
appearance on (he streets shortly after 
the noon hour of a large wagon, drawn 
by two heavy curt horses, in which were 
seated a number of men with grotesqui 
masks. At the rear was an elllgy of 
Paul Kruger hung to a pole. 

The various political meetings which 
had been arranged for last evening were 
at once postponed. The opposition rally 
at the Victoria theatre was put off until 
Monday evening. 

General leave was given the sailor 
on the warships at Esquimalt in th 
evening, and the streets were thronged 
with the jolly tars and marines, who 
entered into the fun with great gusto. 

As the day wore on, it wns felt on all 
sides that there " would be a hot time in 
the old town " again at night, and people 
were not disappointed. Never before did 
Victoria "turn herself loose" to a 
greater extent than she did last evening. 
The stirring scenes on the occasion of 
the relief of Ladysmith and Mafeking 
almost dwindled into significance by, 
comparison with the enthusiasm dis- 
played. 

Shortly after half-past seven all car- 
riage and vehicular tralllc was stopped 
on Government street, and that main ar- 
tery of the city was handed over to the 
celebration of ihe day. And the crowds 
soon took possession. They had turned 
out by thousands, and along the illumin- 
ated "street they pressed and thronged. 
All sorts and conditions were there, glad 
with the self-same joy. Quality And 
equality, Indians and Chinese sojourners, 
decorated with patriotic colors in divers 
ways and many styles, all were there. So, 
too, were the red and blue uniforms of 
the Widow's Sons. At first the side- 
walks held them, staid family parties 
with children in the arms and oftimes on 
the shoulders, but soon the crowd spread 
out over the pavement and wended their 
ways along the rows of thousands of 
Chinese lanterns, all pleasing themselves 
and pleased. 

They loitered about the bands, whose 
national airs and spirited inarches stirred 
the pulse and warmed enthusiasm. Then 
came a scattering, as one by one the 
rivalling attractions received their gaze 
and admiration. 

To Beacon Hill a couple of thousand 
had gone out early, and there found their 
steps well repaid by the balance of the 
Queen's Birthday fireworks. Messrs. Ititt 
Bros, had their work well in hand on this 
occasion, and the exhibition was a good 
one throughout. True, it was but half 
of a night's illumination, hut the pieces 
were of excellent designing and called 
for prolonged applause and many out- 
bursts of patriotic snatches. Rockets 
and bombs whistling, fiery fountains, 
circular showers and some good set pieces 
made a good variety. The tumbling 
globe, a marked novelty in pyrotechnic 
display, elicited a great dejil of admir- 
ation, while the grand final piece, a huge 
representation of Her Majesty's head, 
supported by the Union Jack and the 
Stars anil Stripes, closed the display, 
amidst an ardent enthusiasm well nigh at 
white heat. 

Upon the .lames Bay Hats a huge bon- 
fire lit up the faces of the hundreds who 
lined the bridge and other .vantage points. 
Here the City band had been located, and 
piece after piece of beautiful music add- 
ed much to the pleasure of the -scene. 
Behind it all, from the grounds of Mr. 
11. Dallas Helmcken, numerous rockets 
and other fireworks lent their fiery il- 
luminations to the scene. 

From before the post office other 
pieces of these sky-marching projectiles 
■were also from time to time discharged. 

In front of the headquarters of the 
fire department another bonfire had been 
arranged. Less large than that upon 
the Huts, it burnt much longer, while 
the. strings of giant crackers and the red 
lights and fireworks there and at. the 
city hall made that part of the celebra- 
tion a grand success. 

Along Government street equal success 
was attained throughout. Crowds gath- 
ered about the Bank of Montreal, where 
a first-class assortment of phantasma- 
gor'ieul views v were being thrown upon 
the plate glass front. The electric il- 
lumination of Messrs. G. C. Hinton, with 
a splendid ROBERTS in colored glo- 
bules, and that of the Tramway Co., on 
Yates street, with GOD SAVE THE 
QUEEN, and PRETORIA, occasioned 
much favorable comment.

effect— the probability of a European c! O. C~ & St.'L 
coalition against England "after the Ex- 
position," contemptuous references to onr 
petty army; to our nation, "great Only 
iu her wealth and brave only to the 
weak," and all the stock diatribes of 
Continental hate. I have long since 
ceased disputing witli them, on the un- 
derstanding that the nnme of the Queen 
is never mentioned disrespectfully, but 
they are free to kill all England "with 
their mouth" without disturbing my pla- 
cidity; but the Yankee seemed interested 
and, about midnight, he began to talk; 
because of his nation, lie was listened to 
iu comparative quiet, though his conclu- 
sions wore very unexpected. 

".Messieurs," he said, quietly — and the 
down-east drawl clung even to his well- 
phrased French — "you have remarked 
many times that this war will cost Eng- 
land very dear; but yon will pardon my 
observing that, it will cost you other 
European nations still more dear. Eng- 
land has been sleeping very comfortably, 
satislied with her toy. army, and feeling 
/Retire hvliind tlie bulwarks of her tre- 
mendous fleet, She Is the first of you to 
taste u laud war under modern condi- 
tions, nnd the bitternesE Of the draught 
has driven slumber from her eyes. All 
your papers have goaded her for months 
as to ber usability to wage a land war 
in Europe if It were necessary; you have 
all been 'Walking round with, chips on 
your shoulders, tempting her to knock 
them off,' as we say in the United States. 

"If you had rested quiet, England 
might have gone to sleep again, aud her 
sons have still remained iu their marvel- 
lous ignorance as to your real feelings. 
But, as tilings ure, you will now learn 
the power of that long purse. This war 
is but an episode; it will pass, but South 
Africa will never again pass Jirom Brit- 
ish control. And you will aec the Eng- 
lish armies grow nnd grow; you will see 
iier bnyouets bristle as thick as pines in 
an uncleared forest. You say all Eng- 
land's army will be wanted to prevent' 
rebellion in India and her colonies; but 
I tell you those colonics will raise armies 
not to rebel, but to guard their own 
shores and to light their mother's bat- 
tles, if need be. Your own journals have 
sown the dragon's teeth, and each taunt 
will raise an armed Englishman against 
you; and now for every British uniform 
ordered, you nations must order two; 
those of you who groan under taxation 
will groan more, and the meshes of your 
conscription laws will be drawn still 
closer together to bold you all in their 
net; your widows' sons may have to 
serve, nnd you may not be able to buy 
your year's exemption. 

"You tell me of your huge armies and 
vast armaments. You need them. Yes- 
terday I was at Vaals"— (many of my 
readers will know this little frontier 
piece, close to Aix-la-Chappelle) — "there 
I saw, amid the plantations, the three 
pillars Of stone placed trinugle-wise, and 
in the centre them the iron post bear- 
ing the Belgian Lion and Crown. I 
could step from Germnny to Holland, 
ami from Holland to Beltfillin, » Lng- 
laud's neighbors could step !l!tc that oVf r 
the fanco into her farmyard, she would 
have five million men to take cni'e of he? 
cattle. Now, I am myself no great ad- 
mirer of England; her lions pull her 
chariot through with little regard where 
they plant their paws; but I tell yon they 
will never stop till Great Britain pulls 
the reinHj You yourselves know best if 
you could agree together to arrest those 
lions and rifle that chariot; but 'by the 
Eternal,' as one of my countrymen used 
to say, some of you would get so terribly 
clawed if you did, that you would never 
look the same again." 

This was the substance of his remarks; 
it seemed to rather damp the spirits of 
most of those there. From the spire of 
Saint Anna her chimes proclaimed the 
hour of two, and it was considered too 
late to argue in reply. I should have 
liked to applaud, but it would have been 
rubbing salt into wounds, so I contented 
myself, British-wisr>, by asking the down- 
easter what he Would drink.

Indeed, a 
crisis threatened the nation. Under such 
circumstance* there is 110 more unanimous 
body of men than Japan's legislature, al- 
though, In order to stifle suspicion, ills 
CUSSlons lire In order, addressed to the 
gallery. If 11 cabinet Is forced to resign, 
the premiership 1ms Invariably passed Into 
the hands of a different clan.

The Em- 
peror, whose person is sacred, was re- 
cently arrested and bastinadoed as a result 
of refusing to reveal Ids Identity to an In- 
ferior mandarin. 

One day In December Inst a young man 
well dressed and apparently of good rank, 
left a river boat at Chlcbou, a port on the 
Yangtse, 110 miles below itnnkow. Step- 
ping nBhore, his attention was arrested by 
the Bight of a woman crouching before ii 
house door, walling. 

He asked ber what was the matter. Stic 
replied that she had been the owner of an 
opium house. A few dnys before some sol- 
diers from little gunboats, hard by, came, 
demanding a large sum of money, on the 
receipt of which they would allow her to 
continue her business, but if not forth- 
coming her house would oe officially sealed, 
her business stopped and she would be 
driven out. 

She had no means of raising such n sum. 
nnd accordingly the place had been closed 
and official slips of paper pasted over her 
closed door. 

As the stranger heard her tale he told 
the woman to tuke down the slips and 
enter her house, assuring her that no evil 
consequences would follow. She, seeing 
that her confronter was apparently a man 1 
darln, followed his advice. Before long 
loungers on the decks of the gunboats saw 
what had happened, arrested the traveller 
and look him to the mandarin of the Chl- 
cbou Department. 

Here a remarkable Interview took place. 
The prisoner refused to kneel In accord 
with the general custom, and would not 
give his name. The prisoner was about 
thirty, the Emperor's age. That he was. 
no ordinary traveller was proved by his 
demeanour. 

So, tlie Chlcbou mandarin, feeling the 
ease too Important for himself to manage, 
sent a messenger to Viceroy Chang Chi 
Tung, of Wuchang, to which he received 
the telegraphic reply: "Pi»»ent him idth 
1100 taels, and let him go.." But the prisoner 
replied that he would not go for 3,000. The 
Chlcbou mandarin had to telegraph for fur- 
ther Instructions. So he was brought up 
to Wil Ohnng, nnd tried In the court of 
Klang Hsal, a country mandarin. 

Here again the prisoner refused to kneel 
mul In r. ;.!y to questions concerning his 
surname, replied "Heaven." and his per- 
sonal name "Earth," the Chinese Emperor 
being regarded as the earthly representa- 
tion of heaven. 

For this and other apparent lack of re- 
spect toward the sacred person of the Em- 
peror and his ancestors the mandarin sharp- 
ly reproved the prisoner and ordered eighty 
blows with bamboo on the palm of his 
hnnd. This punishment having been admin- 
istered, the ease was remanded with strict 
Instructions that the prisoner be closely 
watched, the result being that most of his 
undergarments were found to he marked 
with the Imperial dragon. 

When the viceroy received the report of 
the Klang Usui mandarin, he gave orders 
that the mysterious stranger he Drought 
before his own high court. The viceroy 
then made the extraordinary discovery 
that not only did the age and appearance 
of the prisoner correspond with that of 
the Emperor, but that certain moles on his 
face were Identical, and It was Indeed the 
Emperor who bad escaped from the Impe- 
rial palace In characteristic Chinese fash- 
ion. 

The difficulty was solved, a young man 
found to agree to personate the Em- 
peror In the succeeding trials, while the 
real prisoner was sent down to the viceroy 
of Nanking, with whom It is believed he 
stayed until a reconciliation was effected 
between himself and the Dowager Empress.

A MEMORIAL. 



The end of the war is now very near, 
and a feeling of profound thnnkfulne 
pervades the entire community at the 
thought that strife will soon cease and 
peace, with her glorious triumphs, will 
reign again in South Africa. 'This is the 
hour to which we have been looking for- 
ward, and there is a duty to be performed 
by thocse of us who have remained at 
home, while our brothers aud friends 
went away to fight the battles of their 
country. Of these, some fell upon the 
battiblield and were buried within sight 
of the altar upon which they sacrificed 
themselves to the Empire. Others, from 
wounds and disease, were forced to suc- 
cumb. We owe something to their 
memory. On this point there is doubtless 
no difference of opinion. A popu- 
lar subscription to provide a suitable 
memorial will undoubtedly realize as 
much money as is needed, and we suggest 
that the time is now ripe for its inaugur- 
ation. There ought not to be any delay. 

We favor u memorial on a generous 
scale, something that will be worthy of 
the city and the occasion. Tile conflict 
now drawing to a close is no ordinary 
war. It uas an hour of travail in which 
a United Empire was born. Let us as 
a people show our recognition of this, 
and form our picas for a memorial on cor 
responding lines. 



speaks. The questions that must be 
decided before we have settled condi- 
tions are: Shall Mr, Martin be sus- 
tained?

So, while we do 
not underrate the gravity of the condi- 
tions referred to by our correspondent, 
we tiro very hopeful that he is in error 
its to the duration of the present un- 
settled condition of things. 



THE WAR. 

A Colonist reader has recalled to our 
recollection an article, which appeared 
in those columns during the very height 
of our reverses in South Africa, in which 
we said that when the historian of the 
w;ir wrote his account of it from the 
standpoint of one who could take the 
whole campaign in, he would say that at 
tii-st, owing to the ability of the enemy 
to seize upon important strategic posi- 
tions, and the necessary delay in getting 
our forces to the front, our arms were 
not uniformly successful and we met 
with some disasters, but later, when our 
plans were matured, we carried every- 
thing before us; and we counselled 
patience. In another article written in 
.January last we advised Colonist read- 
ers to have confidence in the ability of 
our generals and to give them time to 
perfect their plans. At this very time 
so great an authority as the London 
Times expressed fear that the Empire 
was on the verge of a great disaster. 
\Yo recall these matters now because 
tln re is much pleasure in the thought 
.that not even in the darkest hour did 
tlie Colonist give out any but a confident 
note. We felt confidence in our men, 
in our generals, and in the deBtiny of our 
race, and if our war editorials have not 
'breathed this spirit throughout, in times 
of adversity as well as in times of sue 
cess, then they failed to express the idea 
which we aimed at conveying. 

There was some little disappointment 
yesterday at the lack of auy confirm a 
tory tiews as to Pretoria, although there 
seems very little news for doubt that 
the Transvaal capital will fall into our 
bunds as readily as Johannesburg, if 
it has not already done so. Tin 
Daily Mail's story about the city autli 
orities being ready to receive our troops 
is doubtless correct, and if Lord Roberts 
has not actually taken possession, it is 
probably because he is not 'ready to do 
so. We do not anticipate any great re- 
sistance. Indeed, it is altogether likely 
that the way is open for our advance at 
any time. 

The disposition of Roberts' forces on 
Wednesday left French in a position to 
move on Pretoria. We expect further 
news from him at any hour. It was 
doubtless the presence of his cavalry 
that gave rise to the expectation in the 
city that our forces would enter it in two 
hours. He could not have been much 
more than two hours' ride away on Wed 
ncscUj. 

Heidelburg has been occupied. This 
move loses some of its value by reason 
of the simultaneous occupation of 
Elnndsfontein, for the latter commanded 
the railway to Laiug's Nek quite as well 
as the former. The chief interest at- 
taching to it is because it shows how 
completely we are in possession of the 
country south of Pretoria. 

Some surprise is expressed a' the do 
lay in the receipt of news frimi the 
front, and at the inability of tin- official 
bulletins to keep up with the news tel 
grams, which filter through in various 
ways. A little explanation may be time- 
ly. When Lord Roberts is on the move 
a .telegraph cart follows him, and whim 
tile day's work is over, he begins send 
5ng away messages over a line that has 
not been ready for more than fifteen 
minutes to take them. All his directions 
to the other commanders and all their 
communications to him must be sent out 
over this one line; also- all the business 
connected with the supplying of thous- 
ands of men. These messages have the 
right of way, and hence there may easily 
bo no time to send the War Office any 
news, nvuch less to permit press corre- 
spondent to BSC the line. This will ac- 
count for a great deal that is vexatious

Mr. Martin was going to submit the 
eight-hour law to n plebiscite'. Hi; said 
so, and when the business men waited 
upon the Lieutenant-Governor he told 
them the same thing. This idea has 
been abandoned. In this, us in other 
things, Mr. Martin has changed his 
mind. We told him when lie said he 
would take the plebiscite, that he had 
no authority to do so, and that he would 
have to drop the idea, and this is just 
how it has turned out. We are not 
complaining, for it was a most absurd 
suggestion; but this now illustration Of 
Mr. Martin's mental fickleness is very 
notable. 

What has the Lieutenant-Governor to 
say about it? By the advice of his min- 
ister, he promised the business men that 
a plebiscite would be taken, just as he 
promised the house that it should be call- 
ed together before the end of the fiscal 
year. And just as the house was not 
called together, so there will be no plebis- 
cite. What does His Honor think of a 
minister who breaks faith with him and 
the public in this way? 

This plebiscite matter is not very s 
ous, for if one had been taken, it would 
have amounted to nothing. But this 
making and breaking of solemn promises 
especially when the promises are made by 
the representative of Her Majesty, is a 
very extraordinary piece of business 
Hitherto, in British countries, a promise 
made by a representative of the Sover 
sign was supposed to bo sacred. We 
are departing from this old and valued 
rule in British Columbia. The promise 
of the Crown no longer carries any 
weight with it. To this extraordinary 
condition of tilings have we come through 
a disregard of the principles of Responsi- 
ble Government.

has passed. It is a flag of the late 
Orange Free State, and was plucked 
from one of the buildings of the capital 
of the late republic by one of the Vic- 
torians of the first Canadian contingent, 
who mailed it to the owner. As it is 
now flown, the little nil, white and 
black corner hangs downward, the flag 
being reversed, and the yellow and white 
stripes are but half way up the mast, at 
th.' top of which flies the old flag of the 
Empire. The yellow and white striped 
Hag attracted considerable attention.

Mr. Martin 

Losing Ground 



Albernl District Does Not Ap- 
prove to Him as a 
Leader, 



He Tries Ineffectually to Pre- 
vent Mr. Eberts From 
Speaking. 



A public- meeting or the electors of 
Albenii district wus held in HufFs hnll 
on Tuesday evening lust, culled by 
lion. Joseph Martin in support of his 
candidate, Mr. Redford. Mr. J. F. 
Bledsoe was in the chair. Mr. Bedford 
was not present, it being deemed inad- 
visable by the Premier, in view of the 
evident weakness of the candidate, es- 
pecially in a public meeting, that he 
should attend. He wus therefore sent 
up the coast. This is a fair sample of 
the men offering themselves in the 
country districts as Martin candidates. 

Mr. Joseph Martin, notwithstanding 
that the meeting did not start until 9 
o'clock, spoke for upwards of two Jiours, 
evidently desirous of preventing anyone 
opposed to him taking the platform. But 
he was sadly disappointed, as most of 
the" audience remained until 1:30 a. m., 
and were evident 1 }' greatly interested in 
the proceedings. 

Mr. Martin's address Was exactly 
similar to that delivered by him in most 
of the constituencies in the province 
(except Duncan!) and contained nothing 
of particular interest, except that he 
'made several bad breaks. The first 
wus, when speaking of Mr. Neill as an 
independent, he stated that in his opinion 
Mr. Neill was a strong supporter of the 
Turner party, and was simply throwing 
dust in the eyes of the electors when he 
claimed to be anything else. For his 
part he did not think that was a great 
crime, because of the two evils— a 
Ootton-ltalph Smith government, or n 
Turner government— he most certainly 
preferred the latter. (Loud cheers.) 
The cheers with which this announce- 
ment was received seemed to startle Mr. 
.Martin, and he trievi hard to recall his 
words, but the meeting would not have 
it. Speaking upon the government's 
railway policy, he plainly stated that it 
would cauBe additional taxation, but 
that the people should be willing to bear 
it for the increased benefits to be de- 
rived. This was not well received by 
the meeting, and he cianged his ground 
again, but without effacing the bad iui-. 
presEion created. 

Mr. Martin in conclusion said: "I 
wish you, gentlemen, to well consider 
before you vote who you are voting for. 
There is no united purty in the held ex- 
cept the government party. The oppo- 
sition is composed of many sections and 
many leaders." 

A Voice — Any leader is better than 
you. 

Mr. Martin— That may be, but at pres- 
ent there is no leader of the opposition as 
a whole. The government party, how- 
ever, has in the field a candidate in 
every constituency. 

A Voice— That is not true. 

Mr. Martin— it is true. 

A Voice— It is not; in several con- 
stituencies you have the same candi- 
dates. 

Another Voice— You have no candidate 
in North Nanaiino. 

Mr. Martin — I have— Mr. Mclnnes. 

A Voice— Thanks; that will do; it is 
all I wanted to know, and 1 will shut up 
young Mclnnee. 

Mr. Martin tried to explain Mr. Mc- 
luneti' support, but it wus no use; the 
meeting accepted his statement as he 
made it, and Mr. Martin concluded a 
very ordiaary address amidst npplause. 

The .ehajrman announced that each 
candidate or his representative would be 
allowed 20 minutes, and. called upon Mr. 
NeilL 

Mr. Neill immediately commenced to 
roast the Premier for the very many in-

sal down amidst slight applause, seem- | 
ingly well pleased with himself. 

Mr. Thompson being called upon, said 
that as he had addressed them a few 
nights ago, when he denned his position 
as being a straight oppositionist to both 
the Martin and the Semlin-Cotton gov- 
ernuients, and as Mr. Kberts was pres- 
ent on his invitation, he would ask the 
meeting to allow Mr. Kberts to take up 
the time allotted to him.

The chairman thought the best way 
out of it was to appeal to the committee, 
and he asked all those members of the 
committee in favor of granting Mr. 

Five 
members stood up.

JAPANESE PROTEST. 

Washington, May 31.— Mr. Nnboshinin, 
the Japanese charge here, has been hav- 
ing Nome further comtuunicntion with the 
state -department regarding the complaint 
of bis government against the treatment 
of its "citizens by the health authorities 
at Sa'n Francisco, in connection with the 
quarantine against the plague. The bur- 
den of the Japanese complaint is that not 
only have ! the Japanese resident* in San 
Francisco on the whole been discrimin- 
ated against, in violation of treaty rightH, 
but that the local health authorities have 
enforced the regulations as to inoculie- 
tion not only with severity, but with 
great rudeness. The people of the better 
class, among them a member of 'the 
Japanese parliament, have, it is asserted, 
been treated with great indignity, and 
Japanese ladies residing out of San Fran- 
cisco and returning from trips, have been 
rudely seized and obliged to submit to 
innoculntion by the health authorities. 
The latter, who are state officials, assert 
that they have been acting under direc- 
tions of Dr. Kinyon, representing the 
national government, but the lntter is not 
inclined to accept the responsibility and 
is enquiring into the ground of com- 
plaint. 

No objection is made against the draw- 
ing of quarantine lines around quarters 
supposed to be infected, such as China- 
town, but it is -asked that all the persons 
impounded therein be treated alike, re- 
gardless of nationality. 

TO SAIL ALOFT. 

Tho Biggest Air Ship Ever Constructed 
Will Soon Be Launched. 

Berlin, May 31. — For the purpose of as- 
certaining how long a balloon will re- 
main nloft, the largest air ship ever con- 
structed is now being built here. It will 
contain 9,000 cubic centimetres and will 
carry 125 hundredweight. Five nero- 
nnuto, llerreen Berson, Zekli and Koed- 
ing, Mr, Alexander, nn Englishman, and 
another, will ascend July 15, planning 
to remain aloft for weeks nnd to descend 
where finally carried. The balloon will 
be twice the size of Andree's.

A journey along the Rand is n depress- 
ing experience in these days, 

The great Industry ts paralyzed ill all 
its members, and its very vitals are 
stricken with dropsy. The huge frame- 
work lies helplessly, silently, extended 
eastward and westward along the water- 
shed, entitling scarcely a sign of life. 

Everywhere there Is a strange silence, 
now that the thud of the battery stumps 
nnd the clutter of the hauling genr are 
stilled. The tailing heaps lie white as 
skeletons upon the track, and the gaunt 
headgears point bony fingers to -the sky. 
The Golconda has become a Golgotha, 
in which rust and corruption are the only 
active agencies and decay alone Is king. 

At long intervals -a listless chimney 
floats u smoky pennant to the sky as sign 
that there a privileged engineer is fight- 
ing the canker with hi* pumps. But. the 
number of these is small and wholly in- 
adequate to dispel the general impression 
of a charnal-house. Wagon ways, de- 
serted by their supports, han^ fantastic- 
ally festooned or draggle skittishly across 
the heaps of ore. In the shafts the water 
lias -reached its level, and in noiselessly, 
remorselessly picking out the pit supports 
•and obliterating the existence of erons- 
cuts. 

LITTLE PERMANENT DAMAGE. 

While such is the scene presented to 
the passing observer, it may well he that 
to the mining expert little damage of a 
permanent character reveals itself. Half 
a dozen broken window panes in nn 
empty bouse may yield a sense of irre- 
parable ruin, and so a batch of derailed 
trucks and a rusty chain may give nu 
exaggerated idea of devastation upon the 
derelict gold fields. Unfortunately, the 
mining authority of to-day exasts only 
in the somewhat unapproachable form of 
a French, Dutch or German •engineer. 
From two of these — a French engineer 
and a Dutch mining official — 1 have gath- 
ered such information as 1 reeved here. 

The mines have been gathered into fonr 
grotms: 

1. The mines seized by the government 
and worked by its officials. 

2. Mines in which work ras never 
stopped or was early TCfiumed by the pro- 
prietorial companies. 

8. Mines in which operations hnve 
ceased, hut which hnve received permis- 
sion to pump. 

4. Mines in which work has ceased and 
which have been refused permission to 
pnnip. 

MINES SEIZED BY THE STATE. 

1. The mines worked by the govern- 
ment are the Robinson. Bonanza, Fer- 
rcirn Deep, Rose Dttef) .nnd Crown Reef. 
All nre In full working order, except the 
Rose Deep. The Robinson is treating 
concentrate* ns well n« ernshitig ore. 

To take the place of the board of direc- 
tors government hns appointed n special 
commission to superintend operations. 
This consists of the four state offlcinls. 
Messrs. Klynhntlfl, Mnnnik, Minnnar, 
nnd Van Alplton; nnd the TTiMnnders, 
Messrs. Wagner, Boucher nnd Gordon. 
The monthly returns, approximating as 
they do. to those obtained before the war, 
seem to show that these gentlemen have 
successfully withstood the temptation to 
work only the best ore, and have taken 
it in its legitimate order. - jjj'j

2. Seven mines are still worked by the 
proprietorial companies— Forroira, Wom- 
mer, Village Main Reef, Worcester, 
Pioneer, Geldenhuis Estate, and Lang- 
la agte Deep. 

The gold obtained from these mines is 
delivered in its entirety to the state 
mint, from which a receipt is obtained 
for the total amount, less the cost of la- 
bor advanced in JU_oney. Thirty per cent, 
of the gross output in forfeit "to govern- 
ment under the conditions already detail- 
ed. 

Many mines which would hnve been 
found in this group have been prevented 
by the; fact that, their cost of production 
exceeding GO per coat., the government 
tax of per cent, has proved prohibitive.

The Geldenhuis Estate, being short of 
natives, is unable to work full time, and 
is on the brink of shutting down. 

The Langlaagte Deep, although in- 
cluded among the working mines, is 
merely engaged crushing some 80 heaps 
of o'cuaiulntcd ore ..nd in pumping op- 
erations. 

PERMISSION TO PUMP. 

3. Thirty-one mines have received per- 
mission from the government to pump, 
although actual mining hus ceased. 
Twenty-six of these are accounted 
French or German mines, nnd have re- 
ceived the privilege as a compliment to 
their nationality. At least one-half of 
the total shines of a company must be 1 
in the hands of Continental investors to I 
qualify for this concession. |

TO PUMP OR NOT TO PUMP. 

Of these mines, only a few are en- 
deavoring to pump jry. The majority 
are content to confine Ihe water to the 
deeper workings and to prevent its 
reaching the upper or oxydized zone, 
where crumbling is most to be feared. 

Engineers are divided ir. their opinion 
ns to the economy of pumping. Some 
hold that it will prove cheaper to ex- 
haust, at a single oporation-than to main- 
tain continuous pumping; others that 
the cost of repair of shafts, galleries 
and inclines in a flooded mliie will far 
exceed ' the expense of persistent pump- 
ing. One engineer -ossured me that to 
primp 1500 feel cost him £2,000 a month, 
and he did not consider the expenditure 
justified. Many mines are flooded to 
within 250 feet of die surface, all trucks, 
railways and movable plant having been 
hauled above the water level. , . 

It is evident that the only perso , com- 
petent to decide the vital question 
whether to pump or not to pump is he 
who knows every detail of the workings 
of the mine. Ho must know Uu fria- 
bility of the upper oxydized zone, where 
subsidences are more probable than ir, 
the pyritic zon«- the condition of the 
shafts, inclines and crosscuts; and the 
dependence to be placed upon the wood- 
work -and the ph props. In the majority 
of cases the man best able to judge is 
absent, and in many permission to pnmp 
has not been granted because none re 
mained to apply for it. 

The great advantage of possessing thin 
permission is the opportunity it gives of 
maintaining on the spot a staff of com- 
petent men who cm keep machinery 
bright, execnte repairs and preserve the 
surface plant 'm fair working order. 
That privilege many sanguine managers 
wilfullT threw away, remnrking that, 
for the length of time they would be 
absent, it wns not worth while making 
application. ' I know of enses in which 
nn attempt was made to leave affairs in 
decent order, the men throwing down 
their picks nnd drills where they stood, 
nnd abandoning the wngons with their 
last londs still upon them. .Political 
precipitancy had overcome professional 
discretion. • 

4. No development work hns been car- 
ried out upon the Rand since the 
outbreak of hostilities, nnd those 
mines which had not reached the produc- 
tive stages have ceased work. As those 
are, for the most part, the deep Deeps, 
in which the workings are but . slightly 
ndv'nncod, no attempt has been made to 
keep the water back. It costs lo?.s to let 
them fill, nnd then exhaust completely, 
than to nmIiitnin --s- conHtant ■ drninnge.

THE QUESTION OF BLOWING UP. 

Of late there have been many threats 
to blow up tile mines, nnd rumors have 
been current of large consignments of 
dynamite to the IUind, but these arise, 
for the most part, in the imaginations of 
the apprehensive Jewish community. It 
i« true that burghers have told me they 
will never let Great Britain enjoy posses- 
sion of the mines: 'If we have to give 
up the couni ry, we shall give it up as 
we got it— w ithout a gold mine or a 
standing .building." But these were the 
opinions of irresponsible and enfran- 
chised burghers, in few cases Boers. 

At the same time it cannot he denied 
a considerable element of risk actually 
exists, and more than one responsible 
statesman lias said to me: " Chamber- 
lain thinks he will pay for this war out 
of the gold mines. If I have my wn , v > 
there will be no gold mines." The gov- 
ernment, however, hus issued no instruc- 
tions, nnd the executive council has 
passed no resolution on the subject. 

In any event, damage by dynamite to 
mines full of water could scarcely prove 
excessive.

British Force Advancing In War 
Time a Magnificent 
Sight. u-J] 



Order in Which Forward Move is 
Made in Hostile 
Country. 



From the Dally Mall. 

A British column advancing In time of 
war UirotigU an enemy's country Is at once 
ii imignlnclent and a remarkable spectacle; 
or rather, to be quite correct. It would be, 
provided the eye could take In all the de- 
tails at a single glance. 

Hut that Is Just precisely what the eye 
cannot do. A column of even moderate 
strength, when on. the move, lengthens It- 
self out abnormally; so much so. Indeed, 
that 11 body of troops which In review order 
could be packed within a moderate-sized 
parade ground will occupy ribbon-wise eight, 
ten. or even more miles of country. 

We will, therefore, take up a poslMnn on 
an eminence — a kopje If you like — and watch 
in imagination a column of British regulars 
marching on (sriy) Pretoria. 

First there will come In sight, riding at a 
walking pace athwart the boulder strewn 
veldt, a solitary pair of horsemen. These 
tire the advance points, as they are termed, 
and nre thrown forward perhaps n mile n- 
head of the vanguard. They are on Hie 
lookout for the enemy, and on the first 
hint of danger It Is their duty to ride back 
to left and right and alarm the Hankers. 

These later are thrown nut fanwtoe from 
the cavalry which screens the Infantry van- 
guard, and they la turn pass the word 
hack nloug the trailing, snake-like ribbon 
of armed men. till within hal f-au-hour, say, 
of the enemy being tlrst sighted the entire 
command knows of the threatened danger, 
and Is prepared to deal with It. 

The two advanced points have been well 
likened to a couple of electric buttons, 
which, on being touched, thrill the alarm 
down both flanks throughout the entire 
length of the column with which they are 
in communication. The simile Is not quite 
perfect, however, for the alarm Is sounded 
by these living electric buttons while yet 
the danger is remote. Some hundreds of 
yards in the rear of the cavalry screen 
comes the advance guard, sub-divided Into 
a vanguard and a _mainguard. This latter 
constitutes the first lighting unit of the 
advancing column, and its strength Is, of 
course, proportionate to the strength of the 
force it Is covering. With It are Held and 
machine guns, sappers, miners, engineers, 
ambulances, reserve ammunition wagons, 
and so forth. In fact the advance guunl 
of a large column constitutes In Itself a 
lighting force— a miniature army, so to 
speak, complete In practically all essen- 
tial details. After the advance guard has 
passed we shall probably see— emerging 
from the clouds of dust which always, ex- 
cept, In wet weather, envelop as with a man- 
tle a column on the march— another soli- 
tary pair of horsemen, and then at Inter- 
vals another and yet another. These nre the 
connecting links. A half troop, or perhaps, 
If the force .Is a large one, a whole troop of 
cavalry will come next, then more connect- 
ing links, and lastly the officer commanding 
surrounded and accompanied by his stall'. 
The unlnlnted In matters military will now 
probably expect to see the main body of 
the nrmy; but no. A single Infantry battal- 
ion, or maybe two, will perhaps pass, 
inarching strictly "to attention." bayonets 
fixed, and officers swords carried naked at 
the slope; after which there will heave 
slowly into sight an apparently endless 
train of field artillery, machine guns, am- 
munition wagons, ambulances, tool carts, 
forage and store wagons, and numbers of 
led horses. It Is only when this hetero- 
geneous procession has come to an end 
that the thickening of the dust cloud 
r.::'. the measured 'ramp — tramp tramp! 
heralds the approach of the Infantry 
brigades. On they come , rifles at the 
slope or at the trail, talking, laughing, 
Joking, singing, smoking, as though war and 
its attendant horrors were a thousand miles 
away. On they come— and still on! Battal- 
ion after battalion; brigade after brigade. 

It becomes almost monotonous after a 
while, for the mighty lighting machines, 
each composed of n thousand or more In- 
dividual fighting units, swing past with the 
mechanical precision of gigantic automata. 
Everything moves as IT by clockwork. Thir- 
ty paces Interval Is the regulation distance 
between battalions and brigades, and thirty 
paces It Is, no more, no less. There is no 
slackening, no hesitancy, for all the appar- 
ent free-rind-easlnesi>. A company lags but 
a foot or two: !' I» spurred s'.arply forward 
by a biting phrase— iu'.l exponii.lutlnn, half 
command— uttered by Its captain. A battal- 
ion does likewise; a wave of the hand from 
■Its ever watchful chief sends the adjudant 
galloping down the right dank, exploding 
as he goes. So Is the force kept ''strung 
up." And n very necessary process is this 
same stringing up. The loss of a few yards 
at the head means hundreds at the tail. A 
trivial check to the front of a long column, 
is a serious delay to the men In the rear of 
it. and continual stepping nut or rapid clos- 
ing tends to exhaust troops. 

With the passing of the rearmost brigade 
the Interest to the average spectator largely 
vanishes. Trap, there follow more machine 
guns, more tool carts, ammunition wagons, 
led horse.s,'.:etc., but all these we have seen 
before. iWh hearer eompnnles with their 
trim stretchers and' the red cross of Geneva 
showing' cOnnplcnonsly on their sleeved, n- 
rouse a brief curiosity, but they are out of 
'light, swallowed up In, the dust cloud al- 
mort ere we renllse their presence. If, 
however, we care to occupy our kopje for 
an other honr or so, we shall see another 
clond of dust advancing towards us. This 
Is formed by the baggage train which fol 
lows all armies. Lastly

The Shah has chosen the long and arduous 
overland route for his journey to Europi 
preference to travelling via Kasvin to 
itesht, on the Caspian, and from there by 
steamer to Baku. 

According to our St. Petersburg corre- 
spondent there is one very simple and very 
sufficient explanation of this bizarre Itiner- 
ary, and that Is the Shahs Intense dread 
of sea sickness. 

In spite of this the Governor-General of 
the province of Aserbaldshan, mindful o 
last year's bad harvest, has made repre 
sentatlons at the court of Teheran wltl 
the view of Including the Shah to change his 
mind and give up the overland route. The 
Governor's mind has been troubled by the 
fear that the provisioning of the Shah's 
large suite -he will tie accompanied as far 
lis the Russian frontier by 850 men, with 
nearly double as many horses— will bring 
great hardships upon the province. 

ITndlsturbed by these considerations, tin' 
Shah Insisted on keeping on his ajferlimd 
route .and more than that, arranged for 
a ten days' halt at Tabriz, so that the 
Governor of Aserbaldshan was compelled 
tn order provisions from Russia for (he 
cavalcade and the suite, especially as the 
great majority of the Shah's retinue, all 
in fact except the thirty who accompany 
him to Europe, must pass through the pro- 
vince again on their way hack to Teheran. 

The present Shah Is Muzafer-ed-dln, 
second son ■ > f the late Shah, who succeeded 
the assassinated monarch. He was born In 
1853, anil has recently passed ills forty 
eighth birthday. He Is said to lie a very 
nice man. 

Muzafer-ed-dln will spend six months In 
Europe, but he lias to make a long visit of 
calls, and will not lie In England for very 
long. He will go to the Paris exposition, 
and it Is announced that he will bring a 
number of lending Persian merchants with 
him to pick up ideas for the development 
of Persian trade. The Shah Is said to he 
bent on reforming and waking up Persia, 
and to have done much to regenerate the 
country during his four years of power. 

According to one who has seen him, he 
is a quiet man who "potters about his 
garden In a pea-jacket and a pair of Scotch 
tweed trousers, taking photographs." He 
also lies on his library floor reading books. 
He Is a nervous man. By descent lie is not 
a Persian, hut a Turk, whose family seized 
the throne a little over a century ago. He 

lis a teetotaller, and bated Armenians until 
he found that they are good business men. 
He was horrified by the Armenian uunum- 

| cres. 

He gets up early and does six hours' work 
at a stretch. He eats with his lingers, and 
likes greased rice. He has undertaken to 
learn how to use a knife and fork before 
coming to Europe. He has set his face 
against bribery, which his father practised 
as a fine art. 

The previous Shah first came to England 
on June IS, 1873, and was received by the 
Queen at Windsor two days Inter. He stay- 
ed about ten days. When he came again In 
1SS!) the Prince of Wales met him at 
Gravcsend on July 1. and they sailed up the 
Thames together to Westminster. He visit- 
ed Birmingham and other manufacturing 
towns, his visit lasting for a month. He was 
everywhere received wdth cordiality by the 
municipalities and people. 

It Is reported that he suffered a severe 
shock on entering the municipal banqueting 
hall at Birmingham and seeing a huge sal- 
mon standing on Its tnll In the midst of a 
block of ice. It Is to be hoped that the 
present Shah's entertainers will remember 
that the Shah Is a man of nerves.

The Action in Which Villebols 
de Mareuil Met His 
Death. 



The following account of the battle of 
Tweefontein Is given by Mr. Charles E. 
Hand, the correspondent of the Dally Mail: 
The something happened very suddenly, 
as some things usually do. On Thursday 
morning a Kaffir, goggle-eyed with excite- 
ment, was brought In from one of the 
pickets, and was interrogated by the In 
telllgence people. In a few minutes Lord 
Methuen had given his orders, nnd til 
sturdy Yeomen, their faces shining with 
hope and expectation, and the wiry Kim 
berley men, cool and alert as always, were 
moving along with a couple of guns over 
the veldt southeast. 

At last! Boers, a commando of Boers' 
The goggle-eyed Kaffir, engaged in his law- 
ful occupation of looting cattle at dawn 
near n place called Tweefontein, along the 
track from Boshof to the Modder river, 
crossing where Cronje made his last laager, 
had observed a Boer commando of seventy 
or eighty men plant themselves on a kopje. 
It was only eight or nine miles away. 

Lord Methueu opened out his force as he 
approached the kopje; sent some to the 
right nnd some to the left to force them 
selves round the rear of the kopje, while 
the scouts went cautiously forward to find 
out whether the enemy were still there 
and what the position was like.

Two Sailing Vessels Racing 
From Liverpool to the 
ftoyal Roads, 



The salmon fleet chartered to date for 
this year's loading numbers sis: vessels, 
with a total tonnage of 9,220 tons. It Is 
not likely that this will make up the total 
Beet to carry British Columbia salmon 
to the British market this year. Last 
year nine vessels were required; but 
until the fishermen are bringing in their 
boat-loads of silvery iisU, and the cau- 
ners report on their prospects, no more 
vessels will be chartered, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the prices being ob- 
tained for tonnage are on the rise, the 
last chartered vessel, the Mtiehrihanish, 
being paid about live shillings more than 
the other vessels of the fleet, and 2s. (id. 
higher than any of the ships of last 
year's fleet. The average rate paid for 
"the other vessels was 37s. Ud., although 
one of the earlier chartered ones was 
obtained for 3(5s. 3d. 

The fleet secured to date is as follows: 
British ship Dechinont, 1,042 tons, now 
on a voyage from Capetown, whence 
she sailed on March 31 for Newcastle, 
from which port she will come to the 
Royal Bonds. 

British ship Clan Mackenzie, 1,500 
tons, one of the numerous Clan liue of 
•11 steamers and 7 wind-jammers. She 
sailed on February 23 from New York 
for Yokohama, whence she will come to 
the Koads. She was spoken on March 
5 in 13 N., 34 W. 

The Ardnamtirehan, 1,019 tons, is on 
her way to the Boads from Santa 
Rosalia, to which port she went from 
London on January 20. 

The German ship Sirone, 1,410 tons, 
sailed from Altona on February 12 for 
Yokohama, and is to come here from 
the Japanese port. She was spoken on 
March 24 in 20 N., 'jQ W. 

The Fiery Cross is now on a voyage 
from Newcastle, N. S. W., whence she 
sailed at the beginning of April for 
Acapulco with coal, after discharging 
which she will come up to the Boads. 

And the Mtiehrihanish, 1,041 tons, 
which sailed from New York on April 
14 for Shanghai, and after discharging 
cargo at the Chinese port she will come 
here in ballast.

The men from the Aylesbury cuun- 
try made a hunting business of It, and went 
abend to be In at the death. There was 
plenty of cover In the folds of the ground 
but I am afralil very few of the Yeomanry 
troubled much about cover. The slow Held 
artillery came up after a time and tired 
three rounds, and the affair was over. The 
commando surrendered. They had killed 
three of our Yeomen: Cecil Boyle, of the 
stock exchange, dipt. Williams, and Sergt. 
Pat Campbell. Perhaps no one need ever 
have been hit, hut It was the Yeomen's 
blooding, and who was able to restrain 
them? 

It was a commando composed chiefly of 
Imported fighting men, the Yeomen dis- 
covered when they came to count up their 
prisoners. Villebols de Mareuil lay dead 
with other Frenchmen on the kopje, and 
among the fifty odd prisoners twenty-two 
were French, 

It was a very unpractical sort of boule- 
vard commando: They had started from 
Kroonstaii to dynamite the railway. They 
had a cart loaded with dynamite and much 
enthusiasm. But they had no food, and 
they had lost their way. The night before 
they had nearly blundered into Roshof, 
they hail steered away south as long as the 
daylight lasted, and then hud taken refuge 
on a kopje, prepared. If the British should 
le, to give them n version of the sort of 
thing that Is usual when kopjes are storm- 
But In their unpractical boulevard way 
they had selected a kopje that was abso- 
lutely Isolated and open to attack, under 
more or less of cover, from every side. 
There was next to no shelter upon It. and 
our gunner sadly remarked, it was the 
only kopje any Boer force had occupied' 
since the war began that was absolntely 
untenable against artillery fire. Three 
rounds of shrapnel were all that was neces- 
sary to finish the business. 

However, the Yeomen have had their 
blooding, and are eager now for business. 
We have come on here some dozen miles 
further along the Hoopstad road, and we 
hear of little wandering commandoes ahead 
of us. If we could only get another lot on 
a kopje! But this time the Yeomen would 
prefer a commando of real lioei-s. This 
little bag of Frenchmen gave a fair Morn- 
ing's sport. But cub limiting Is not the 
real thing. We want Beers, real Boers, 
nil plenty of them. 



CHOLERA RAVAGES. 

Spreading With Great Rapidity in Bom- 
bay Prusid-:'nc£. 

London, May 31.— The Daily Express 
has the following from Bombay , dated 
yesterday: 

"An unprecedentedly severe epidemic 
of cholera has broken out in the north- 
ern district of Bombay presidency, es- 
pecially in the famine camps. Deaths 
have increased 45 per cent, within three 
days. In the Kaira district, there have 
been 1,330 deaths in seven days. 

"The government lias made a special 
grant of £01,00(1 to cremate the dead 
immediately. 

"In Pnlanopnr, on the first day, there 
was one death, on the second day there 
were 84, and on the third day there 
were upwards of 400. The swiftness of 
the infection was duo to the fact that 
the first death was near the only avail- 
able water supply. The germs were thus 
carried all over. In the city of Bom- 
there have been 07 deaths In the last 
seven days."

SEALERS FIRE A SALUTE. 

The Signal Guns of the Sealing Fleet 
Belch Forth a Royal Salute in 
Honor of British Successes. 

Of all the many interesting phases of 
the celebration in honor of the British 
successes in the red-streaked Dark Con- 
tinent, the contribution to the merriment 
by the Victoria sealing men was one of 
the most interesting. It was decidedly 
t lit* most unique, for In no other port in 
the Empire or the few sjiots that are 
not marked red in Mercator's projection 
could such a happening be duplicated. 
Each of the fifty or more bunting-hung 
sealing schooners which lie at anchor 
in the upper harbor and in James Bay 
have on board signal guns and fog 
horns, used to call ixi their bo»<» :md 
hunters as the squall is seen approach- 
ing or the fog creeps over the smoky 
sea. Shortly before noon yesterday the 
tarpaulins were hauled off the greater 
number of these guns, and the masters 
hurried on board, stocked with packages 
of powder, for at an informal meeting 
held on Wharf street early yesterday 
morning they had arranged to thus cele- 
brate the doings of "Bobs." Ail was 
ready for the sealers' salute about noon, 
and promptly as the sun crossed the 
meridian, the lunch-seeking citizens were 
aroused by the booming of guns— the 
sealers' salute of 21 guns was being 
fired. Royally they celebrated, the little 
cannons one by one belching forth their 
salvos, and meantime the crews made 
merry with the fog-horns— a near-by 
steamer assisting by tying down the 
string of her siren. And thus did the 
scalers celebrate, for they are u most 
patriotic crowd of men, even if they 
have not always been satisfied with the 
workings of the diplomatic corps inci 
dent to the Behring Sea question. 

THE 1T3E?7?0ES' NORTH. 

Her Hold Filled With Cargo, Including 
Much Mining 1 Machinery 1 
For Kloudikers. 

Steamer Tees sailed for Skagway last 
night, following close behind die Amur. 
She had a full complement of passen- 
gers and a heavy cargo. Among the 
passengers wen? several Victorians 
bound to the Northern gold districts. 
Included among these. were O. D. Mason, 
who was. recently appointed ti notary 
public for the Yukon district, and W. \V. 
Griine, who has interests in the Atlin 
district. Other passengers from thin 
port were, Mrs. Morin, Miss Henry, and 
Messrs. Spenee, .lurid, Selman, Franck, 
Soule, Coste, Rogers and Blakcly. The 
cargo of the Tecs consisted for fhe most 
part "f groceries of all sorts and kinds, 
mining machinery, several boilers con- 
signed to Thomas Shaw tit Dawson, nnd 
considerable gear for mining tramways 
and other mechanism to assist In the 
development of "the mines. Simon Leiser 
was one of the largest shippers, he send- 
ing north considerable groceries and 
supplies. Considerable produce was 
also taken up for Mr. Selman, one of 
the steamer's passengers, who is a 
trader at Dawson. A number of pas- 
sengers will also be taken on board at 
Nanaimo and Vancouver, and much 
freight will be loaded at the Terminal 
City, including several tons of groceries 
and 500 cases of coal oil for the N. W. 
M. P. 

COLLIER HAS HARD TIME. 

The Tellus Encounters Two Heavy 
Storms While En Route From 
Oyster Bay to 'Frisco. 

The collier Tellus, of the coal ileet ply- 
ing between Oyster Harbor and San 
Francisco, had a rough trip on her last 
voyage down. The San Francisco 
Examiner says: " The collier TcIIum, 
heavily loaded, from Oyster Bay, was 
buffeted by two hurricanes on the way 
down the coast. The first storm caught, 
her off the Columbia river, and the wind 
attained the velocity of a hurricane. 
Seas broke clear over the vessel, and for 
a time the big steamer had a hard time 



of it in the sea. Then came a calm of 
about six hours, and again a storm fully 
as terrific as the first swept across the 
ocean. The second hurricane lasted 
about five hours, and from then on to 
port the steamer wallowed along on her 
course in the heavy sens the storm hlld 
left. The collier WashUMiaw was 
caught in the same hurricanes off the 
Columbia that the Tellus was in, and 
she had a similar experience. The 
smokestacks of all these steamers were 
encrusted with salt from the spray dry- 
ing on them." 

FOUR VESSELS SAIL TO-NIGHT. 

The Willapa Will Leave For the West 
Coast and the Queen City and . 
Iloscowitz For the North. 

StOanier Willipa will sail to-night for 
the West Coast and the steamers Queen 
City of BoscoNVitz for the North. The 
Willipa will take a number of loggers 
from this city to San Juan, nnd the 
Queen City and Iloscowitz will carry a 
large crowd of Chinamen to the Northern 
canneries. Among the cabin pas- 
sengers booked for the Quern City are:

AN INTERESTING RACE. 

The Brussels and the Imberhorne Are 
Racing to the Roads From Liver- 
pool—Both Are About Due. 

The deep-water sailor dearly loves a 
race, and when two vessels, steamers or 
sailors, are leaving port together for the 
same destination, there is usually 
keen contest between them for the honor 
of the first arrival. Two sailing vessels 
are now sailing to the Royal Roads from 
Liverpool, and as both are about due to 
arrive, there is no small amount of in- 
terest displayed in the event on the 
waterfront. The competing vessels are 
tlie 091-ton bark Brussels, and the 1,097- 
ton ship Imberhorne, both of which are 
bringing cargoes of general merchandise 
for Victoria and Vancouver merchants 
from the port on the Mersey. The 
smaller vessel seems to be the favorite, 
she being noted as a fast sailer. She 
left on January 20 and had a fair run 
down to the line, near where she was 
spoken on February 27. The Imberhorne 
left two days after the bark, and was 
last seen passing Fernando Narondha on 
March 2. The average passage is from 
120 to 130 days, so the racing " wind 
jammers " can be looked for at any time 
now.

Steamer Aorangi, which sailed for the 
Antipodes last night, is taking a large 
amount of fresh British Columbia hali- 
but to Sydney, which will find a ready 
sale, the local fish market being demor- 
alized owing to the fact that bubonic 
plague germs were reported found in 
some of the fish taken near that port. 
The fish goes in cold storage, the 
Aorangi having a most complete refrig- 
erating plant. 

A big raft, said to be the largest ever 
towed acrosH the Gulf, arrived at the 
Moodyvillc mills Last night in tow of the 
tugs New England and Etta White.
